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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr.Reid on 11/15/2004. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Claim 1 has been rewritten as followings: 

- A method of making olefin derivatives from an oxygenate comprising: 
contacting the oxygenate with a molecular sieve catalyst to produce a 

hydrocarbon product containing olefin; 

separating a C4+ fraction containing four or more carbons from the 

hydrocarbon product wherein the C4+ fraction comprises from about 80% to 

about 97% by weight butenes and from about 3% to about 20% by weight 

butanes; 

contacting the C4+ fraction with an oligomerization catalyst to 
produce a product containing higher olefin and a vent stream; 

separating the vent stream from the higher olefin; and 

contacting a portion of the separated vent stream with the 
oligomerization catalyst. -. 

Claim 2 has been canceled. 
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Dependency of claim 3 has been changed from "2" to -1-. 
Claims 11-19 have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1 and 3-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record 
does not a process as called for in claim 1. The closest art of record - Stine et al (5,990,367) - 
discloses a process of oligomerization of a C4 stream containing butenes and butane (the 
abstract, examples) in the presence of an oligomerization catalyst during which there is a recycle 
of the heavy paraffin to improve of the catalyst life. However, Stine does not disclose using a 
C4+ olefin stream, separated from a product produced from OTO process, containing from about 
80 to about 97% by weight butenes and from about 3 to about 20% by weight butanes for the 
oligomerization step and after that a vent stream separated from higher olefins contained in the 
oligomerization process is contacted with the oligomerization catalyst.
